BOMBARDING MAFEKING. 


Pretoria, Oct. 24.—(Via 
Lorenzo 


Marques)—The 
bombardment 
of 


Mafeking by General Cronje's com- 
mando began this 
morning. 
The 


women and children were given 
ample time to leave the town. 


MAFEKING BURNING. 


Pretoria, Oct. 25.—(Via 
Lorenzo 


Marques)—The shelling of Mafeking 
was resumed at daybreak this morn- 
ing. Several houses are in flames. 


DISPATCHES 
CONTRADICTORY. 


London, Oct. 26.— The dispatches 


from the front are so diversified and 
contradictory that it is difficult to 
outline the situation with any de- 
gree of precision. 


Three or four main facts, how- 


ever, stand out prominently. Gen- 
eral Symons' fight at Glencoe was 
not anything like the decisive vic- 
tory at first alleged, and General 
Yule would in all probability have 
been annihilated or have met with 
the same fate as the captured hus- 
sars if he had not retreated. 


General White's "artillery duel," 


at Rietfontein was a very severe en- 
gagement 
in which the rifle did 


great execution and which success 
was only achieved at a distressing 
cost. 
The bombardment of Mafek- 


ing has commenced with unknown 
results, and the Boers have got their 
hussar prisoners safely to Pretoria. 


BOERS AGGRESSIVE. 


Altogether the campaign is being 


pushed by the Boers so strenuously 
and on such strong stragetical lines 
that the situation of the British 
must, in all probability, give them 
cause for deep anxiety for some time 
to come. 


It is difficult to see how the con- 


centrated forces at Ladysmith will 
be able to take .the aggressive im- 
mediately. 


Apart from the fatigue, regiments 


like the Gordon Highlanders 
and 


Royal Rifles have been practically 
without officers since the fights, and 
one hundred and thirty-five addi- 
tional officers have been ordered to 
leave England A* speedily as possi- 
ble. 


An official British dispatch of the 


fighting at Rietfontein given out at 
Cape Town, lays: 


"The enemy posted a battery two 


miles south of Modderspruit and 
opened with infantry fire at long- 
range on the British advance guard, 
consisting 
of the Nineteenth hus- 


sars. 
This was followed by artil- 


lery fire 'directed with considerable 
accuracy against the British guns. 
An action lasting six hours ensued 
at Rietfontein Friday. 
The enemy 


were driven 
from 
the hills com- 


manding 
the roads. 
Sir George 


White's object being accomplished. 
the column returned to Ladysmith. 
The enemy is believed to have suf- 
fered. 


THE BOER LOBS.

The retreat, it 
is added, ended in a general rout. 


It is announced in a dispatch from 


Ladysmith, dated October 23, that 
strong reinforcements of infantry 
and artillery have arrived

from Pietermartzsburg. 


It was also reported that the Boers 


were again massing near Elands- 
laagte and that Free State forces, 
several thousand strong, were occu- 
pying Bresters Station.

Mrs. Susie Rijnhart, the courage- 


ous missionary 
who braved un- 


known dangers in carrying the gos- 
pel to the Thibetans, and for whom 
a civilized world's sympathy has 
been aroused because of the maityr- 
dom of her husband in that far off 
land, is now in Fort Wayne. 


Mrs, 
Rijnhait reached the city at 


men a short distance away, and has 
never been seen since that time. The 
world believes the natives captured 
and killed the intrepid missionary, 
or else aie keeping him a captive. 
Asked as to her opinion of her hus- 
band's fate, Mrs. Rijnhart said: 


"I believe the natives killed him. 


From what I know of them I think 
they perhaps shot him at once and 
threw his body into the river. No 
man has ever yet been able to dis- 
cover what actually happened, but 
superstition is so much a part of the 
native character that it is not likely 
they would keep a foreigner in cap- 
tivity for fear of him. 
Our guides 


had deserted us and we were alone. 
Our horses had been stolen and my 
husband went to this party of natives 
to see if the animals could not be re- 
covered. That parting was the last, 
though we had no fear at the time. 
I remained there three days after his 
disappearance, but could learn noth- 
ing and so made my way back to the 
mission posts,

This is practically the burden of 


a report submitted to the secretary 
of war by General George W. Davis, 
militaiy governor of Poito Rico. 


Upon this information the presi- 


dent will base the recommendations 
relative to Porto Rico contained in 
his forthcoming message. 
The re- 


port of General Davis is in sub- 
stance that it will take years to edu- 
cate the Porto Ricnns. 


They are inert and the progressive 


American spirit will have to be in- 
stalled into them slowly, as they do 
not grasp ideas with encouraging 
rapidity. 
From observations so far 


made. General Davis thinks it is ad- 
visable that a governor general be 
appointed vested with certain pow- 
er, one who possesses tact and ex- 
ecutive ability. 
To aid him there 


should be a body of Americans to 
act in the capacity of a cabinet to 
superintend the various branches of 
the island's government. 


To test the abilities of the natives, 


,t is lecommended that they be eligi- 
ble for election to a legislative body, 
the election to be conducted by the 
native Porto Ricans.

in All Articles of Diet. 


The law enacted by the Missomi 


legislature, a copy of which was re- 
cently published in our columns, and 
which prohibits the manufacture 01 
sale of any article intended for food 
or to be used in the preparation of 
food, which contains nlum, urjenlc, 
ammonia, etc., places that sUte in 
the lead in the mattei of sanitary 
legislation. 


Laws restricting the use of Mum in 


bread have been in foice in England, 
Germany and France for ma^y years 
In this country, in Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky 
and several other states, direct legis- 
lation in reference to the sale of alum 
baking powders has nlso been effect- 
ed. In several of these states their 
sale is prohibited unless they are 
branded to show that they contain 
alum, and in the District of Colum- 
bia, under the laws of congress, tli-3 
sale of bread containing alum hns 
been made illegal.

'ail Proegler, secretary of the cjunty 
ward of health, and the membeis of 
he city board of health, wert piven 
n effective blow at Monday's meet- 
ng of the city board. Drs. Aliller, 
iesler and Ranke were present and

when he made a motion "thot Dr. 


'roegler, secretary of the county 
card of health, be notified to discon- 
inue having certificates of death 
egistered at the health office." The 
esolution continues, "and we, the 
members of the city board of health, 
onsider ourselves competent to look 
fter the health department in the 
ity of Fort Wayne, and should we 
t any time require the assistance 
f Dr. Proegler we will notify him 
n due time." The motion and reso- 
ution were seconded by Dr. Ranke 
nd adopted by the unanimous vote 
f the board.

ity board believed their functions 
were usurped. A few days ago the 
ity sanitary officers failed to secure

"I am the 
uperior officer and the duty de- 
volves upon me to see that the health 
f the county is maintained. My au- 
hority is the same in cities as in the 
ounty, district and unincorporated 
owns. I have not interfered with 
he workings of the city health de- 
artment, but many complaints have 
ome to me of failure of the city 
board to enforce certain health regu- 
ations and I have attended to them, 
,nd hereatfer, more than ever, I will 
nsist that the health regulations of 
he state board shall be enforced in 
he city." 
Dr. Proegler showed The Sentinel 


reporter a letter he had received, 
which was signed by Dr. T. Henry 
Davis and Dr. J. N. Hurty, president 
and secretary respectively of the 
state board of health. 
The letter 


the secretary's attention to the 


health regulations and the failure of 
ertain officials to enforce them and 
adds: " This is a serious work and 
he state board will not tolerate milk 
and water officers." 
The letter ends 


with these instructions: "Your indi- 
vidual attention must be given to 
sanitary affairs in all non-incorpor- 
ated towns in your county and you 
must see that officers of cities and 
ncorporated towns do their duty." 


"You can say," 
continued Dr. 


Proegler. "that I have done only 
what is my duty and I will continue 
to do this duty as long as I am sec 
retary 
of 
the 
county board of 


health." 


What the outcome of this contro- 


versy will be remains to be seen. Cit- 
izens generally will regret the fric- 
tion that has arisen between the doc- 
tors, who, acting together, have made 
the past ycai the healthiest in the 
histoiy of the city.

Before the next council meeting 


the council finance committee will 
discuss the petitions asking for a re- 
peal of the vehicle license and it is 
now understood that when the com- 
mittee meets a proposition will be 
made to pass an ordinance repealing 
the present ordinance on September

understood, has expressed his ap- 
proval of such action and there will 
be no further opposition from vehicle 
owners if the council passes a repeal 
ordinance taking effect after the H- 
cenMt now being paid have expired, 
ttnee the agitation has commenced it

MM*, fthbeigh a few of these

uation in the city is $98,000,000, 
and to raise $10,000 means an in- 
crease of 5 cents on the levy. A man 
with a $1,500 home must pay $7.50 


I more taxes, and he may not be the 


j Owner of a bicycle or buggy, while 


I another person who owns a horse and 


I buggy or a bicycle may be assessed 
for less than $100 and pay addition- 
al taxes not to exceed 40 or 50 cents. 
One taxpayer, who is not opposed to 
the law, says: "I believe that either 
of the trucking companies, the ice 
dealers, the brewers, the mill men, 
the express men, the teamsters, the 
persons who drive buggies for pleas- 
ure and even the bicycle riders them- 
selves, would gladly pay the license 
they are paying now if they knew 
that by failure to pay such a license 
they would be forced to drive over 
the mud and cedar block streets of 
ten years ago." 
Although these ar- 


guments are advanced Comptroller 
Berghoff says that he has collected a 
great many taxes and assessments, 
but that for kicking the vehicle tax 
beats them all. Backed by the mayor 
he is bound to enforce it, but the 
comptroller insists that it should be 
enforced to the letter.

The ground is now being cleared

Last night he left for 
Nebraska, his home, and in a few 
days will return here with his wife 
and children. 


THE STEEL RAIL DEAL. 


The order for 1,500,000 tons of 


steel rails placed with the rail pool 
yesterday, as mentioned in The Sen- 
tinel last evening, means that the 
iron and steel market for next year 
will be tied up, all other things be- 
ing laid aside to fill this order. 
Prices, which have been steadily ad- 
vancing all the year, but which were 
thought to have reached their limit, 
will of necessity go higher, but how 
much cannot be predicted. The steel 
output of the entire country amounts 
to only a little more than 6,000,000 
tons a year, and of this nearly one- 
fourth will be used next year for 
this order of rails alone. 
The ore 


output, amounts to from 12,000,000 
to 13,000,000 tons, and of this about 
4.000,000 tons will be needed to fill 
the contract. 
From these figures it 


will be readily seen that all other 
operations requiring steel will have 
to be curtailed next year, and in 
many instances they will be sus- 
pended. 
This contract involves an 


expenditure of about $50,000,000. 
It was the outcome of an advance in 
prices which followed the reorgani- 
zation of the pool several weeks ago. 
The railroad companies were all no- 
tified that prices would advance, but 
immediate orders for delivery next 
year would be taken at $33 a ton. 
The rush of orders followed, nearly 
every prominent road in the country 
taking advantage of the offer. Pig 
iron is also rapidly advancing in 
price. 
Since last Friday 100,000 


tons of Bessemer pig metal have 
been 'sold at $23 and $23.50 at the 
valley 
furnaces, with the corres- 


ponding advance in Pittsburg. For 
small lots and for immediate deliv- 
ery as high as $25.35 in Pittsburg 
has been freely paid. 
The price 


quoted for the large lots at the fur- 
nace .was for deliveries 
running 


through the first six months of the 
year. 
From this time on no con- 


tracts will be made for deliveries 
earlier than May, 1900, and not 
then in large lumps. 
The first six 


months are about sold up, and the 
bulk of the sales made during the 
rest of this year must be for the 
second half of the new year.

BOMBARDING "MAFEKING. 


Pretoria, Oct. 24—(Via

Morgues)—The 
bombardment . of 


Mafeking by General Cronje's com- 
mando began this 
morning. The 


women and children were given 
ample time to leave the town. 


MAFEKING BURNING. 


Pretoria, Oct. 25.—(Via 
Lorenzo 


Marques)—Tho shelling of Mnfelling 
was resumed at daybreak this morn- 
ing. 
Several houses are in flames. 


DISPATCHES 
CONTRADICTORY. 


London, Oct. 26.— The dispatches 


from the front are so diversified and 
contradictory that it is difficult 'to 
outline the situation with any de- 
gree of precision. 


Three or four main facts, how- 


ever, stand out prominently. 
Gen- 


eral Symons' fight at Glencoe was 
not anything like the decisive vic- 
tory ftt, first alleged, and General 
Yule would In all probability have 
been, annihilated or have met with 
the same fate as the captured hus- 
sars if he had not retreated. 


General White's "artillery duel," 


at Rietfontetn was a very severe en- 
gagement 
in which the rifle did 


great execution and which success 
was only achieved at a distressing 
cost. 
The bombardment of Mafek- 


ing has commenced with unknown 
result*, and the Boers have got their 
hussar prisoners safely to Pretoria. 


BOERS AGGRESSIVE. 


Altogether the campaign is being 


pushed by the Boers so strenuously 
and on such strong stragetical lines 
that the situation of the British 
must, in all probability, give them 
cause for deep anxiety for some time 
to come. 


It is difficult to see how the con- 


centrated forces at Ladysmith will 
bo able to take .the aggressive im- 
mediately. 


Apart from' the fatigue, regiments 


like the Gordon Highlanders and 
Royal Rifles have been practically 
without officers since the fights, and 
one hundred and thirty-five addi- 
tional officers have been ordered to 
leave England as speedily as possi- 
ble. 


An official British dispatch of the 


fighting at Rietfontein given out at 
Cape Town, says: 


"The enemy posted a battery two 


miles south of Modderspruit and 
opened with infantry fire at long- 
range on the British advance guard, 
consisting 
of the Nineteenth lius: 


sars. 
This was followed by artil- 


lery fire 'directed with considerable 
accuracy against the British guns. 
An action lasting six. hojirs ensued 
at Rietfontein Friday. 
The enemy 


were driven from 
the hills com- 


manding the roads.

White's object being accomplished, 
the column returned to Ladysmith. 
The enemy is believed to have suf- 
fered.

13 TO SPEAK OF HER WORK

ADVENTURE. 


Mrs. Susie Rijnhart, the courage- 


ous missionary who braved 
un- 


known dangers in carrying the gos- 
pel to the Thibetans, and for whom 
a civilized world's sympathy has 
been aroused because of the martyr- 
dom of her husband in that far off 
land, is now in Fort "Wayne. 


Mrs. Rijnhnrt reached the city nt 


men a short distance away, and has 
never been seen since that time. The 
world believes the natives captured 
and killed the intrepid missionary, 
or else are keeping him a captive. 
Asked as to her opinion of her hus- 
band's fate, Mrs. Rljuhart said: 


"I believe the natives killed him. 


From what I know of them I think 
they perhaps shot him at once and 
threw his body into the river. No 
mau has ever yet been able to dis- 
cover what actually happened, but 
superstition is so much a part of the 
native character that it is not likely 
they would keep n foreigner in cap- 
tivity for fear of him. 
Our guides 


hod deserted us and we were alone. 
Our horses had been stolen and my 
husband went to this party of natives 
to see if the animals could not be re- 
covered. That parting was the last, 
though we had no fear at the time. 
I remained there three days after his 
disappearance, but could learn noth- 
ing and so made my way back to the 
mission posts,

ends. Is what the president wants. 
It is also what the Philippine com- 
missioners want. 


There is a great deal yet for the 


president to do on his message and 
for the peace commissioners to do on 
their report, but this one Important 
conclusion is certain. 


Your correspondent has excellent 


authority for the statement that the 
president intends to make speciftc 
recommendations 
to 
congress 
ii 


favor of holding the Philippines per- 
manently and ns to the form of civil 
government to take the place of the 
military ns soon as the natives now 
in rebellion surrender. - It is au- 
thoritatively stated that there will 
be no half way measures suggested 
until after the next campaign. 


The president will face the issue 


squarely and give congress the best 
information possible from his com- 
missioners and (fcher sources to sup- 
port the position he has assumed. 


Although members of the Philip- 


pine commission are not talking foi 
publication, there is no doubt they 
will lay great stress in their report 
upon the desirability of prompt and 
emphatic declaration, on the part of 
congress, which will convince those 
now in rebellion that all branches 
of the government are united on the 
question 
of permanent 
American 


control in the Philippine islands. 


Such action, in the opinion of Ad- 


miral Dewey and Prof. Schurman, 
will be almost as effective as guns 
in ending the war in. the Philippines.

The relations which have appais 


ently been so pleasant between Dr. 
Carl Proegler, secretary of the c junty 
board of health, and the members of 
he city board of health, were given 


effective blow at Monday's meet- 


ng of the city board. Drs. Miller, 
tesler and Ranke were present and 
Dr. Miller started the ball rolling 
vhen he made a motion "that Dr. 
?roegler, secretary of the county 
board of health, be notified to dtscon- 
inue having certificates of death 
eglstered at the health office/' The 
esolution continues, "and weT the 
members of the city board of health, 
onsider ourselves competent to look 
after the health department in the 
ity of Fort "Wayne, and should we 
at any time require the assistance 
f Dr. Proegler we will notify him 
n due time." The motion and reso- 
ution were seconded by Dr. Banke 
and adopted by the unanimous vote 
if the board. 
For a long time Dr. Proegler and 
he city board have been working to- 
gether in the interests of the health 
f the city and county and there was 
apparently only the test of feeling, 
but it appears now that there was 
more or less friction. 
The county 


secretary at times would issue orders 
o residents of the city to follow cer- 
ain rules of the state board and in 
ome instances the members of the 
ity 'board believed their functions 
were usurped. A few days ago the 
ity sanitary officers failed to secure 


sample of milk from Dairyman 


Albro and Dr. Proegler said that he 
would order his sanitary officer to 
g«t the sample. The city board, bc- 
ieving that they could attend to th* 
estiug of milk which was done undei 
. city ordinance, did not take to this 
iffer of' Dr. Prbeglei1. and the result 
s the action taken at the meeting 
Vednesday afternoon. 
Dr. Proegler was a visitor at the 
ity health office this morning and 
n conversation with a Sentinel re- 
iortcr said that he would see to ii 
hat the health laws were enforced 
n and out of the city. "I am the 
uperior officer and the duty de- 
volves upon me to see that the health 
f the county is maintained. My au- 
hority is the same In cities as in the 
ounty, district and unincorporated 
owns. I have not interfered with 
he workings of the city health de- 
Dartment, but many complaints have 
ome to me of failure of the city 


to enforce certain health regu- 


atlons and I have attended to them, 
md hereatfer, more than ever, I will 
naist that the health regulations of 
he state board shall be enforced in 
he city." 
Dr. Proegler showed The Sentinel 


reporter a letter he had received, 


•Jiich was signed by Dr. T. Henry 


Davis and Dr. J. N. Hurty, president 
and secretary respectively of the 
state board of health. 
The letter 


-alls the secretary's attention to the 
lealth regulations and the failure of 
certain officials to enforce them and 
adds: " This is a serious work and 
:he state board will not tolerate milk 
and water officers." The letter ends 
with these instructions: "Your.indi- 
vidual attention must be given to 
sanitary affairs in all non-incorpor- 
ated towns in your county and you 
must see that officers of cities and 
incorporated towns do their duty.'' 


"You 
can say," continued Dr. 


Proegler. "that I have done only 
what is my duty and I will continue 
to do this duty as long as I am sec- 
retary 
of the 
county board of 


health." 


What the outcome of this o 


versy will be remains to be seen. Cit- 
izens generally will regret the fric- 
tion that has.arisen between the doc- 
tors, who, acting together, have madt 
the past year the lianlthicat in the 
history.of the city.

clusively for getting engines in and 
out of the round house and nn car;

essary to suspend switching and 
other work in the yards while the 
engines are passing out. When the 
new track Is down engines can run 
in or out without passing through 
the main part of the yards. An- 
other improvement now in progress 
at the Nickel Plate yards is the in- 
stallation of a steam-heating plant 
in the car repairers' shanty, which 
will supply steam for heating the 
oil house and to keep tbe water piper 
from freezing 'up during extremely 
cold weather.

THE STEEL RAIL DEAL. 


The order for 1,500,000 tons of 


steel rails placed with the rail pool 
yesterday, as mentioned' in The Sen- 
tinel last evening, means that the 
von and steel market for next year 
vill be tied up, all other things be- 
ing; laid aside to fill this order. 
Prices, which have been steadily ad- 
vancing all the year, but which were 
thought to have reached their limit, 
will of necessity go higher, but how 
much cannot be predicted. The steel 
output of the entire country amounts 
to only a little more than 6,000,000 
tons a year, and of this nearly one- 
fourth will be used next year for 
this order of rails alone. 
The ore 


output amounts to from 12,OOO,OOO 
to 13,000,000 tons, and of this about 
4?OOO,OOO tons will be needed to fill 
the contract. 
From these figures it 


will be readily seen that all other 
operations requiring: steel will have 
to be curtailed next year, nnd in 
mnny instances they will be sus- 
pended. 
This contract involves an 


expenditure of about $50,000,000 
It was the outcome of an advance in 
prices which followed the reorgani 
zation of the pool several weeks ago 
The railroad companies were all no 
titled that prices would advance, bu1
